Councillor wants 
higher taxes for 
vacant buildings 


New powers. 

Councillor hopes to help 
communities

City Coun. Michael Walter 
is hoping to use a carrot- 
and-sticlc approach to deal¬ 
ing with vacant and dere¬ 
lict commercial properties, 
with the stick coming in the 
form of higher taxes. 

Earlier this summer, 
Walters asked city admin¬ 
istration to explore setting 
up a registry of vacant com¬ 
mercial properties, but he 
also hopes the province will 
give cities the power to tax 
those properties at higher 
rates. 

Walters said when a 


community’s strip malls or 
small shopping centres be¬ 
come run down or vacant, 
the community ceases to be 
whole. 

“People don’t have that 
sense of a complete com¬ 
munity. They have to do 
most of the things they 
need to do outside of their 
neighbourhood,” he said. 

Walters said the first 
step is a registry, because 
it would clear up who owns 
some of the properties, so 
the community could advo¬ 
cate for change. 

“You make these people 
famous and it allows com¬ 
munity groups the ability 
to negotiate with them,” he 
said. 

Raising taxes on vacant 
or derelict commercial 
property is currently not 
within the city’s powers, 
but the provincial govern¬ 
ment is reviewing the mu¬ 


nicipal government act and 
the city asked for the au¬ 
thority in its submission. 

Walters said he hopes the 
province agrees to the idea, 
because all communities 
could use these powers. 

He said he doesn’t want 
to punish property owners 
who are renovating their 
space, but focus on those 
who are allowing their 
properties to deteriorate. 

“It’s about holding them 
accountable.” 

Joachim Holtz of the 
Alberta Avenue Business 
Association said he would 
welcome both the registry 
and higher taxes on derelict 
properties, but added he 
has also found success on 
Alberta Avenue with a more 
diplomatic approach. 

“We always try to work 
as close as we can with our 
property owners. We are all 
in this together,” he said.

Edmontonians’ wish to see 
Aladdin on the big screen in 
Churchill Square Tuesday 
night, in a tribute to Robin Wil¬ 
liams, could not be granted. 

A push for the idea was first 
floated through Sonic 102.9’s 
Faceboolc page on Tuesday, fol¬ 
lowing the 63-year-old actor’s 
death Monday night. 

That prompted Scott 
Neufeld and several other 
Edmontonians to ask event 
sponsor Scotiabank to consider 
changing the film to Aladdin, 
which featured the Genie, one 
of Williams’ classic voice roles. 

Neufeld said he saw the 
conversation online, but he 
started sending messages to 
the bank on Twitter in the 
hopes it would lead to action. 

“Nobody was actually doing 
anything proactive,” he said. 

Neufeld said an image circu¬ 
lating online of one of the final 
scenes in the movie, where the 
animated genie Williams plays 
is set free, was touching. 

“I think it is one of the pic¬ 
tures that for eveiyone when 
they see it, it makes them tear 
up,” he said. 

Allison Watkins, a spokes¬ 
person for the bank, said 
unfortunately there just wasn’t 
enough time to change the 
film. 

“We thought it was such a 
great idea, but unfortunately 
because of the time restriction 
we were not able to change 
it,” she said. Watkins said the 
movies on the event are all 
licensed for public viewing and 
there simply wasn’t time to

An Edmonton man wants to 
revive downtown’s core, not 
with more buildings but with 
a splash of colour. 

It all started when Matt 
Edwards and his wife were 
dining at La Ronde restaurant 


and spotted a patch of build¬ 
ings that he says “were most¬ 
ly concrete and had a beige 
colour scheme.” 

With the redevelopment 
happening in the core area, 
Edwards later pitched the 
idea online of reviving some 
of the older buildings with an 
updated look that could be 
in the form of painting with 
brighter colours or the re¬ 
facing some of the buildings. 

He added the larger build¬ 
ings in the area of 101 Street 
to 107 Street and 98 Avenue 
to Jasper Avenue could use 
some help the most. 

“After Light the Bridge 


happened and with the other 
development happening 
downtown, I thought maybe 
we should be revitalizing 
some of the existing build¬ 
ings,” he said. 

Jim Taylor, executive dir¬ 
ector of the Downtown Busi¬ 
ness Association, can appre¬ 
ciate the idea to revive older 
parts of the core, but that it 
all boils down to who’s going 
to pay for it. 

“It’s a wonderful idea but 
like all wonderful ideas, it’s a 
matter of the business owner 
getting it done and who is go¬ 
ing to pay for it.” 

Edwards plans to “flesh 


out the idea” further is open 
to ideas from his fellow Ed¬ 
montonians. 

“Edmonton is a veiy 
beautiful city but we need 
to unlock that potential,” he 
said.

The 
Fringe is one of the biggest 
festivals the company at¬ 
tends in the summer, with 
anywhere from 12,000 to 
15,000 hot dogs sold.

Bacall, whose long career 
brought two Tonys and a special 
Oscar, died in New York. The 
managing partner of the Hum¬ 
phrey Bogart Estate, Robbert 
J.F. de Klerk, said that Bacall 
died at home, but declined to 
give further details. Bacall’s son 
Stephen Bogart confirmed his 
mother’s death to de Klerk. 

She was among the last of 


the old-fashioned Hollywood 
stars and her legend, and the 
legend of “Bogie and Bacall” 
— the hard-boiled couple who 
could fight and make up with 
the best of them — started al¬ 
most from the moment she 
appeared on screen. A fashion 
model and bit-part New York 
actress before moving to Holly¬ 
wood at 19, Bacall achieved im¬ 
mediate fame in 1944 with in 
her first film, To Have and Have 
Not. 

She was less than half Bo¬ 
gart’s age, yet as wise and as 


jaded as him. They married 
amid headlines in 1945, and 
their marriage lasted until Bo¬ 
gart’s death in 1957. 

She appeared in movies for 
more than a half-centuiy, but 
not until 1996 did she receive 
an Academy Award nomina¬ 
tion — as supporting actress for 
The Mirror Has Two Faces. She 
lost to Juliette Binoche. 

She finally got a statuette in 
2009 when she was presented 
with a special Oscar at the mov¬ 
ie academy’s new Governors 
Awards gala, the associated press

New law doses 
the shutter on 
‘tiger selfies’ 

Men in New York will have 
to find new ways to attract 
mates now that it’s illegal to 
pose for photos with a tiger, 
lion or other big cat — a 
practice popular on online 
dating sites but denounced 
by wildlife advocates as 
potentially dangerous to both 
man and beast. 


A law signed this week 
prohibits direct contact 
between members of the 
public and big cats at travel¬ 
ling animal shows and fairs. 
Animal exhibitors would face 
fines for each violation. 

So-called “tiger selfies” 
have emerged as popular pro¬ 
file photos on online dating 
sites, with users — generally 
young men — looking to 
stand out by posting a photo 
of themselves with the dan¬ 
gerous predators.

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Egypt presents plan to end Gaza conflict: Officials 


Deadline for current 
ceasefire looms. 

Plan leaves room for 
negotiation later on 


Egypt presented a proposed 
ceasefire to Israel and Hamas 
aimed at ending the month¬ 
long war, Palestinian officials 
said early Wednesday after ne¬ 


gotiators huddled for a second 
day of talks. 

Palestinian officials told The 
Associated Press Wednesday 
that Egypt’s proposal calls for 
an easing to parts of the Israeli 
blockade of Gaza. Key areas of 
disagreement, however, includ¬ 
ing the Islamic militant group 
Hamas’ demand for a full lifting 
of the blockade and Israeli calls 
for Hamas to disarm, are left to 
later negotiations. 


The Palestinian officials 
spoke to AP on condition of 
anonymity because they are 
not authorized to discuss the 
negotiations with the media. 

One of the Palestinian offi¬ 
cials who spoke to AP said that 
according to the Egyptian pro¬ 
posal, the blockade would be 
lifted gradually over time. 

He said it would stipulate 
that Israel would end airstrilces 
on militants, and a 500-metre 


buffer zone next to the Gaza 
and Israel frontier would be re¬ 
duced over time. 

The Israeli and Palestinian 
negotiating teams retired after 
10 hours of discussions and re¬ 
sume the talks on Wednesday, 
the officials said. The current 
ceasefire is set to expire at mid¬ 
night. It was not immediately 
clear if either side would accept 
the deal. 

“The talks are difficult but 
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serious,” wrote Moussa Abu 
Marzoulc, head of the Hamas 
delegation, on his Faceboolc 
page. 

Another member of the Pal¬ 
estinian delegation reported 
Israel had offered a number of 
gestures aimed at improving 
life for Gaza’s residents, includ¬ 
ing an increase in the number 
of trucks permitted to deliver 
goods into the territoiy from Is¬ 
rael each day. the associated press

Aid must be 
delivered by Red 
Cross, Ukraine says 

With a theatrical flourish, 
Russia on Tuesday dispatched 
hundreds of trucks covered 
in white tarps and sprinkled 
with holy water on a mission 
to deliver aid to a desperate 
rebel-held zone in eastern 
Ukraine. 

The televised sight of the 
miles-long convoy sparked a 
show of indignation from the 
government in Kyiv, which 
insisted any aid must be 
delivered by the international 
Red Cross. Ukraine and the 
West have openly expressed 
concern that Moscow 
intends to use the cover of a 
humanitarian operation to 
embark on a militaiy incur¬ 


sion in support of pro-Russia 
separatists. 

Officials with both the 
International Committee of 
the Red Cross and Ukraine’s 
government said, however, 
that they had no information 
about what the trucks were 
cariying or where they were 
headed. A Ukrainian security 
spokesman said the convoy 
was being managed by the 
Russian army and could not 
be allowed into the countiy. 

The government in Kyiv 
said the Russian trucks could 
unload their contents at the 
border and transfer the aid to 
vehicles leased by the ICRC. 
Russia’s Foreign Minister 
Sergey Lavrov said that the 
convoy hit the road only after 
Ukraine had given the green 
light. “We have received a 
note expressing the Ukrain¬ 
ian side’s readiness to accept 
the aid.” the associated press

Authorities detailed Robin 
Williams’ final moments 
Tuesday, saying the actor 
and comedian hanged him¬ 
self with a belt in his San 
Francisco Bay Area home. 

Marin County Sheriff’s 
Lt. Keith Boyd said Williams 
was last seen alive by his 
wife Sunday night when she 
went to bed. She woke up 
the next morning and left, 
thinking he was still asleep. 

Afterward, Williams’ 
personal assistant came 
to the Tiburon home and 
became concerned when 
Williams failed to respond 
to knocks at a door. The as¬ 
sistant found the actor dead 
in a bedroom and called po¬ 
lice. Boyd said all evidence 
indicates Williams took 
his own life. But he said a 
final ruling will be made 
once toxicology reports and 
interviews with witnesses 
are complete.

‘I was shameful’: Robin Williams 
on longtime battle with addiction 



'It lays in wait.’ Beloved 
actor and comedian 
was found dead in his 
San Francisco Bay Area 
home on Monday 


Addiction seemed to stalk 
Robin Williams, tempting 
him when he was weak and 
taunting him when he least 
expected it. 

“It lays in wait for the time 
when you think, ‘It’s fine now, 
I’m OK,”’ he told Good Morning 
America in 2006. “Then, the 
next thing you know, it’s not 
OK. Then you realize, ‘Where 
am I? I didn’t realize I was in 
Cleveland.’” 

Williams, the comic whirl¬ 
wind known for his hilarious 
stream-of-consciousness ramb- 
lings, was found dead Monday 
after the 63-year-old hanged 
himself in his San Francisco 
Bay Area home. 

On film, he played eveiy- 
thing from a genie to a psychia¬ 


trist. In life, he battled periodic 
bouts of substance abuse and 
depression, opening up about 
them to journalists with self- 
deprecating wit and making his 
struggles fuel for his comedy. 

“Cocaine for me was a place 
to hide,” he told People in 1988. 

One of his first wake-up 


calls was in 1982 when fellow 
comedian John Belushi died of 
a fatal drug overdose. Williams 
briefly partied with the Satur¬ 
day Night Live star the night 
he died and his friend’s pass¬ 
ing coupled with impending 
fatherhood forced the comed¬ 
ian to quit cocaine and alcohol 


cold turkey. 

Sobriety lasted 20 years. 
Then the taunts became over¬ 
whelming again. He told Pa¬ 
rade magazine in 2013 that his 
relapse after two decades of so¬ 
briety was frighteningly simple. 

“One day I walked into a 
store and saw a little bottle of

Jack Daniel’s.... I drank it, and 
there was that brief moment of 
‘Oh, I’m OK!’ But it escalated so 
quickly.” 

Williams continued his re¬ 
covery by attending weekly AA 
meetings. But his second mar¬ 
riage, to film producer Marsha 
Garces, ended in 2008 — large¬ 
ly because of his drinking. 

“You know, I was shameful, 
and you do stuff that causes dis¬ 
gust, and that’s hard to recover 
from.” 

Recently, a new bout of de¬ 
pression prompted the actor to 
enter rehab. His publicist, Mara 
Buxbaum, said at the time that 
Williams made the decision 
because he needed to recharge 
after working for 18 months 
straight. On Monday, the strug¬

Canada’s self-styled “Prince 
of Pot” returned to a raucous 
welcome from supporters in 
Windsor, Ont., Tuesday after 
serving his U.S. sentence for 
selling marijuana seeds, vow¬ 
ing to continue his activism 
even if it means more arrests. 

Loud cheers and large 
clouds of pot smoke arose as 
Marc Emeiy, 56, arrived in 
the border city after complet¬ 
ing his five-year sentence for 
selling marijuana seeds from 
Canada to American custom¬ 
ers. 

Emery hugged his wife, 
Jodie Emeiy, who wants to 
run in next year’s federal elec¬ 
tion for the Liberals — Lead¬ 
er Justin Trudeau supports 
legalizing marijuana — then 
launched into a long, pro- 
Liberal speech peppered with 


prison anecdotes. 

“I do believe that they are 
sincere that they will legalize 
marijuana,” Emery said. 

“I know it’s the most un¬ 
cool thing in the world to 
have to say, especially to 
young people, that voting is 
the answer, but it is. It abso¬ 
lutely is.” 

Legalization of marijuana, 
which Emery said should in¬ 
clude expunging the record 
of eveiyone ever convicted of 
a related offence, is the only 
issue in the next election that 
can have a profound impact 
on Canadians’ lives, he said. 

“Critics say, ‘Well, Can¬ 
adians are interested in far 
more important things,”’ 
Emeiy said. “I say, ‘What? 
What are you interested in? 
The economy? The environ¬ 
ment? Health care? You can’t 
do anything about that by vot¬ 
ing. No vote’s going to change 
that.’ 

“If we can get this Liberal 
majority government next 
year we’ll never need to go to 
the polls to make marijuana 
legal ever again,” he said.

Coconut water, maple water, 
even birch and cactus wat¬ 
ers.... A quick inventoiy of 
beverages in the produce 
section makes it clear — 
plant waters are rising. 

Soda and non-fresh 
juice sales are flat or slip¬ 
ping slightly, but sales of 
plant-based products like 
coconut water — along 
with other alternative 
beverages such as kom- 
bucha and tea-based 
drinks — are growing, 
particularly those sold 
alongside your fruits and 
veggies, according to 
data compiled by market 
research firm Nielsen. 

Introduced several 
years ago, coconut water 
has been big for a while. 
Maple water is a newer 
entiy and is essentially 
maple sap, the stuff that 
normally is boiled down 
to syrup. Brands include ” 
tical Water and SEVA. 

And that’s not the 
only tree water 
on the market. 

There’s also birch 
water and, on the plant side, 
cactus, barley and arti¬ 
choke waters. 

Sales of all waters, includ¬ 


ing the new products, “fitness” 
and enhanced waters, as well 
as regular sparkling and still, 
grew four per cent by value 
and nearly seven per cent by 
volume since July 2013. 

Coconut water is not yet

Plant waters are 
fine for recreational 
athletes, i.e. people 
who exercise less 
than 90 minutes a day, 
says Ruggiero. On the other 
hand, you’re also fine with 
good old tap water — which 
is much, much cheaper — and 
maybe a banana and/or some 
salted pretzels.

No one 
was more subversive than Robin Williams because he was im¬ 
mune to censorship. 


He was too funny. He made the censors laugh. 

He couldn’t help himself. He’d turn up on one of those cookie- 
cutter late-night talk shows where everyone is all glib charm, and 
turn his guest spot, sandwiched between commercials, into a 
tour de force of the truth. Whatever the topic—sex, acting, ad¬ 
diction (especially his own)—he made it real. And very funny. 

He couldn’t help himself: No one could stop him, so he 
stopped himself. So in the wake of the most glorious noise, the si¬ 
lence is deafening. 

Except for this: a scene from the 1989 movie Dead Poets Soci¬ 
ety, where Williams is John Keating, an idealistic young teacher 
who brings the truth of poetry to young men at an uptight board¬ 
ing school. Keats is quoting Whitman: “Oh me! Oh life! Of the 
questions of these recurring. Of the endless trains of the faithless, 
of cities fill’d with the foolish. What good amid these, O me, O 
life? Answer. That you are here—that life exists and identity. 
That the powerful play goes on, and you may contribute a verse. 

“What will your verse be?” 

Thank you, Robin, for asking the question, even if the answer 
escaped your grasp.

The first time I saw Robin Wil¬ 
liams was on 90 Minutes Live 
with Peter Gzowski, a Can¬ 
adian late-night talk show 
that aired from 1976 to 1978. 
Thirty five years later I can still 
remember the frantic burst of 
energy that emanated from 
my television late that Friday 
night. 

Gzowski grinned as the 
comic careened through their 
chat, jumping from joke to 
joke, impression to impres¬ 
sion, including Williams’s 
take on the world’s most in¬ 
telligent child. “I find most 
adults veiy banal, but I’ll talk 
to you, anyway.” 

“Where did you get that 
character from?” Gzowski 
asked, “Was it based on any¬ 
one?” 

“Me, basically. As a kid.” 

“Were you brilliant as a 
child?” 

“Yes, and as a young man, 


too,” replied the impish 
27-year-old. 

The standup comedians I 
had seen on television wore 
suits and told one-liners. This 
was stream of consciousness, 
a wild look at a comedic mind 
that didn’t work the way I was 
accustomed to them working. 
For six minutes it felt like an 
alien had taken control of my 
TV, a life force like I had never 
seen before. 

Appropriately enough, 
soon afterward he appeared 
as Morlc, the E.T. from Orlc, on 
Happy Days and his career was 
officially launched. 

For the next 35 years, Wil¬ 
liams was a constant on our 
screens, big and small. His first 
starring role in a movie, 1980’s 
Popeye, was met with critical 
scorn and weak box office, but 
Roger Ebert had praise for the 
star, calling William’s “perpet¬ 
ual squint and lopsided smile” 
completely convincing. 

Moving from strength to 
strength he embarked on a 
remarkable run of films, earn¬ 
ing the first of three Best Ac¬ 
tor Oscar nods for Good Mor¬ 
ning, Vietnam and winning an 
Academy Award for his work 
as an empathetic therapist in 
Good Will Hunting. A handful 
of Golden Globes celebrated 
his work in Good Morning, 
Vietnam, The Fisher King and 
Mrs. Doubtfire. 

He leaves behind a diverse

legacy from the laughs of 
The Birdcage to the drama of 
Awakenings to the chills of 
One Hour Photo, the seize- 
the-day uplift of Dead Poets 
Society and the ad-libbed bril¬ 
liance of Aladdin. Every dec¬ 
ade since that appearance on 
90 Minutes Live has given us 
a memorable Williams per¬ 
formance, and he will five, on 
the screen at least, with three 
more films scheduled for re¬ 
lease this year and next. 

Eveiyone has a favourite 
Robin Williams character. 
For me its Parry, the treasure 
hunter in The Fisher King. It’s 
a funny, bittersweet perform¬ 
ance in a movie that mixes 
fantasy and reality in equal 
doses. “I’m a knight on a spe¬ 
cial quest,” Pany says, words 
that could apply to Williams’s 
crusade to entertain in weird 
and wonderful ways.

Atlantic City: Not just for gamblers anymore 


City tries to woo gay 
tourists 


As the New Jersey resort town of Atlan¬ 
tic City struggles to find a new identity 
and new sources of revenue, the city 
is once again wooing gay tourists with 
vigour. 

Atlantic City is planning a series of 
events to attract gay tourists, who are 
becoming an increasingly important 
part of the resort’s growth strategy. 

“Atlantic City had its heyday with 
the gay population on New York Av¬ 
enue,” said the city’s openly gay mayor 
Don Guardian earlier this year. “This 
is where you came when you wanted 
to have a good time. Straight people 
came to these places, too, because they 
wanted to party and dance in the hot¬ 
test clubs.” 

But when casino gambling began in 
1978, soaring land prices pushed out 
many small gay-owned and gay-friendly 
businesses. 

Events aimed at the gay community 
this year include the StandOUT Expo, a 
networking event in September for the 
lesbian, gay, bisexual and transsexual 
community, and the Miss’d America 
Pageant, a drag spoof of the famous 
pageant, also in September. The mayor 
also dedicated a gay-friendly beach in 
Atlantic City at Park Place near Bally’s, 
but says the entire city is gay-friendly.

Atlantic City is doubling down 
on golf. 

Back when casinos along 
the famous Boardwalk were 
booming, the 20 public courses 
on this stretch of the south 
New Jersey coast went almost 
unnoticed. But the recession 
and stiff competition from doz¬ 
ens of new casinos throughout 
the U.S. northeast have slashed 
revenues and changed the city’s 
tourism focus. 

Golf and other non-gaming 
attractions such as shopping, 
dining, concerts and amuse¬ 
ment parks are being heavily 
promoted as part of a $30-mil- 


lion ‘DO AC’ campaign. 

The game’s local roots date 
to the 1887 opening of the At¬ 
lantic City Country Club, which 
still ranks as the area’s mar¬ 
quee course. Native grasses and 
tidal marshes define a classic 
layout originally designed by 
Willie Park Jr., the British Open 
champion in 1887 and 1889. 

Six USGA championships 
have been played here, but the 
club’s real claim to fame is as 


the birthplace of the golf term 
“birdie” in 1903. Frequent ce¬ 
lebrity visitors have included 
Bob Hope, boxing champion 
Joe Louis and Arnold Palmer, 
who made it his home course 
while serving nearby in the 
Coast Guard in the 1950s. 

Other top layouts within 
an easy drive of Atlantic City 
include Twisted Dime Golf 
Club, Shore Gate Goff Club, Mc¬ 
Cullough’s Emerald Golf Links, 


Harbor Pines Goff Club, Sand 
Barrens Goff Club, Running 
Deer Goff Club and Blue Heron 
Pines Goff Club. 

At the Vineyards, golfers 
play through the grounds of 
Renault Winery, established in 
1864 and one of the oldest win¬ 
eries in the United States. 

And the fairways of Seaview 
Goff Resort’s venerable Bay 
Course — the host of the LPGA 
Tour’s ShopRite Classic and 


where Sam Snead famously 
won the 1942 PGA Champion¬ 
ship — offer views across Reeds 
Bay of the casino towers of a 
city in transition. 

New Jersey Governor Chris 
Christie has made revitaliz¬ 
ing Atlantic City a key prior¬ 
ity of his administration. New 
parks, art installations and 
landscaping have been added 
throughout the downtown 
area, and the Boardwalk has 
been cleaned up and opened 
up by the casinos, some of 
which once tried to restrict 
access to the waterfront to 
keep customers inside. 

Opened in 2012, the splashy 
highrise Revel Casino Hotel has 
dramatically altered the Atlan¬ 
tic City skyline. The $2.4-billion 
resort is home to a Las Vegas- 
style concert space featuring 
headliners such as Dionne War¬ 


wick, the Barenalced Ladies and 
Natalie Cole. 

Gaming industry giant Gold¬ 
en Nugget Inc. has taken over 
management of the former 
Trump Marina Hotel Casino, 
pouring $150 million into reno¬ 
vations. And Caesars Entertain¬ 
ment Corp. is investing $150 
million in a meeting and con¬ 
ference facility at its Harrah’s 
Atlantic City location. 

But perhaps the best news 
— apart from the new focus 
on golf, of course — was the 
return last September of the 
Miss America pageant after six 
years in archrival Las Vegas. 
The pageant, a local institution 
since 1920, is regarded as an im¬ 
portant showcase for the recent 
civic improvements. 

The odds on Atlantic City’s 
recoveiy are looking better all 
the time.

Social media is a field with a 
lot to offer a recent grad or 
new professional.. 

While you may already 
have extensive skills using 
different social media plat¬ 
forms in your personal life, 
don’t assume you can do well 
in an interview just by show¬ 
ing up. 

Every organization has 
different goals and expecta¬ 
tions of their social media 
presence, so it’s impossible 
to predict exactly what kinds 
of questions you’ll encounter 
in an interview. 

However, there are a num¬ 
ber of common topics that 
are almost certain to come 
up when you’re interviewing 
for a role that involves social 
media. Planning to discuss 
these areas of your experi¬ 
ence is a great way to get 
your interview prep started. 

Your experience with 
different platforms 

To be the in-house expert 
on social media, you’ll need 
to demonstrate extensive 
knowledge of common plat¬ 
forms — and the skills to 
pick up new ones as needed. 

Interviewers will often 


ask questions that pertain 
specifically to one platform 
or another, even posing 
specific scenarios related to 
social media use. 

Personal use of social 
media is very different from 
business social media use. 
Make sure you research and 
understand the strategy in¬ 
volved with each platform, 
and be prepared to apply 
your knowledge to the em¬ 
ployer’s questions. 

Tip: Your future employer 
has probably checked out 
your social media footprint.

why — and show that you 
still understand their role 
and effective use. 

Your understanding of 
analytics 

Providing concrete results 
matters in every role, and 
social media is no exception. 


To show an employer that 
you’re equipped for the job, 
you’ll need to demonstrate 
that you know how to meas¬ 
ure results, use different 
metrics to draw conclusions 
and make recommendations 
based on data. 

When you discuss a specif¬ 
ic situation, project or cam¬ 
paign that you handled in 
the past, don’t just describe 
your ideas or how entertain¬ 
ing they were — highlight 
how you used data to guide 
your decisions and measure 
your success. 

In your personal life, you 
probably don’t use data to 
guide your social media use. 
In the professional world, 


understanding the numbers 
will back up that you know 
what you’re doing. 

Tip: Bring examples of cam¬ 
paigns or posts you have 
published in the past and the 
results they garnered (make 
sure to have some kind of 
comparison or benchmark). 

Your writing skills 

Some interviewers will ask 
you to complete an onsite 
writing test, or request a 
writing sample as part of the 
screening process. 

The ability to function 
under pressure is a key social 
media skill, so you’ll need to 
be ready to produce polished 
work on the spot. 

Make a strong impression 
during your interview by 
bringing some relevant writ¬ 


ing samples you can provide 
as needed. If your work has 
been published online, this 
is a great way to underscore 
your past experience and 
success. 

If you don’t have any pub¬ 
lished work online, starting 
a blog or personal website 
to showcase your writing is a 
great way to get started. 

Tip: An organization’s so¬ 
cial media profiles will use 
specific language, phrasing 
and tone. Make sure you 
understand these features 
and can replicate them with 
ease.

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Ray demolishes the 
Bombers in Toronto

Winnipeg picks up its 
second straight loss in 
Mike O’Shea's return 
to Rogers Centre 


Ricky Ray threw four touch¬ 
down passes to lead the To¬ 
ronto Argonauts past the Win¬ 
nipeg Blue Bombers 38-21 on 
Tuesday night. 

Ray finished 26-of-33 pass¬ 
ing for 297 yards to earn To¬ 
ronto (3-4) its second straight 
win for a four-point lead atop 
the East Division standings. 
The Argos won’t have much 
time to relish the victoiy, 
achieved before an announced 
season-high Rogers Centre 
gathering of 18,106. They’re 
back in action Sunday night, 
hosting the B.C. Lions (4-3). 

However, it was sweet re¬ 
demption for Toronto, which 
dropped a season-opening 45-21 
loss in Winnipeg. And Ray en¬ 
gineered the impressive vic¬ 
toiy without regular receivers 
Andre Durie (clavicle), Chad 
Owens (foot), Jason Barnes 
(knee), John Chiles (hamstring) 
and heralded rookie Anthony 
Coombs (shoulder). 

Winnipeg (5-3) suffered its 
second straight loss following 
a 23-17 home defeat to Sas¬ 
katchewan on Thursday. It also 
spoiled Bombers coach Mike 
O’Shea’s return to Rogers Cen¬ 
tre. 

O’Shea spent 16 seasons as a 
player and coach with Toronto, 
winning four Grey Cups, before 
being hired by Winnipeg in the 
off-season. 

Ray cemented the victoiy 
with a 32-yard touchdown pass

to Spencer Watt that rounded 
out the scoring at 11:35 of the 
fourth. Ray put Toronto ahead 
28-21 just 58 seconds into the 
quarter with a 15-yard touch¬ 
down pass to Curtis Steele after 
Cleyon Laing recovered former 
Argo Romby Biyant’s fumble at 
the Winnipeg 49-yard line. 

Biyant had a 76-yard touch¬ 
down grab on the next series 
but it was negated by a hands- 


to-the-face penalty on Winni¬ 
peg. Swayze Waters’ 18-yard 
field goal at 6:51 boosted To¬ 
ronto’s head to 31-21. 

Nic Grigsby’s eight-yard TD 
run at 6:32 of the third pulled 
Winnipeg into a 21-21 tie, set up 
by the Bombers recovering the 
first of two Steve Slaton fumbles 
at the Argos’ 20-yard line. 

Steele finished with two 
TDs, with Maurice Mann and 
Zander Robinson also scoring 
for Toronto. Waters kicked four 
converts and a field goal. 

Cory Watson and Roiy 
Kohlert had other Winnipeg’s 
touchdowns. Lirim Hajrullahu 
added three converts. 

Two late Ray TD strikes 
1:18 apart anchored a 21-point 
second-quarter outburst that 
earned Toronto a 21-14 half¬ 


time advantage. Ray hit Robin¬ 
son with a six-yard touchdown 
pass at 14:57, set up by a 26- 
yard Hajrullahu punt that put 
Toronto at the Winnipeg 43- 
yard line. 

Ray’s 15-yard TD pass to 
Mann at 13:39 made it 14-14, 
capping a six-play, 62-yard 
march. It was a solid answer to 
Kohlert’s sensational 21-yard 
touchdown grab at 10:45, set 
up by Troy Stoudermire’s 61- 
yard punt return. 

Steele made it 7-7 at 3:06, his 
19-yard TD run ending a smart 
97-yard, eight-play march. Win¬ 
nipeg took its opening pos¬ 
session 63 yards on six plays, 
with Drew Willy hitting Wat¬ 
son with an eight-yard scoring 
strike at 6:06 of the first.

Sowing the seeds of doubt

may seem futuristic,

A lot of folks, on both sides 
of the consumer/automaker 
fence, don’t think this elec¬ 
tric-vehicle thing has legs. 
Many automakers are send¬ 
ing mixed messages. Toyota 
has even announced that it’s 
done selling pure EVs. 

But you know what? New 
models keep showing up. 
The number of people buy¬ 
ing and considering them is 
rising. And EVs remain one 
surefire way for automakers 
to achieve the very strict fuel- 
efficiency regulations coming 
down the pike in the U.S. 

Net result: EVs have put 
down serious roots. So it’s 
time to think of them as less 
of a novelty and more as just 
another alternative that may 
or may not fit your lifestyle. 

When it launched the Leaf 
in 2011, Nissan went out of 
its way to make non-believers 


comfortable, with a modern 
(but not too space-shippy) 
exterior, and ride and hand¬ 
ling characteristics similar to 
what small-car drivers expect. 

Along the way, the com¬ 
pany added a new, lower- 
priced base model and re¬ 
duced prices across the board 
by $3,000. It also gave the 
Leaf a faster charger, which 
reduced 220-volt charge time 
to five hours from seven. 

It took awhile to gain 


traction, but Nissan has 
now sold more than 125,000 
Leafs around the world and 
is on pace to sell about 100 
a month in Canada, where 
Quebec is the best market by 
far. Alberta? Not so much. 

While recently testing a 
2015 model, I was again re¬ 
minded how normal this car 
feels. The only thing that 
separates it from similar gas- 
powered hatchbacks is its si¬ 
lent running and above-aver¬ 


age acceleration. The electric 
motor offers the equivalent 
of 107 horsepower, but the 
instant and full torque of 
electric propulsion translates 
into good jump whenever 
you hammer the go-pedal. 

Leaf drivers can even use 
the Internet or a smartphone 
to control air conditioning, 
set charging functions, and 
access data like the charge 
status of their rides. Like the 
Leaf itself, it’s the future.

La Paz, Bolivia 

If they filmed a sequel 
to the Nic Cage action 
thriller Drive Angiy here, 
it would be called Drive 
Breathless. In this city, 
perched nearly 12,000 
feet above sea level, pre¬ 
pare your lungs for some 
high-altitude driving. “It’s 
the most hilly city I’ve 
ever been in. Everything 
is just up and down — 


there’s no level surface,” 
says Younghusband. 

Tip: Beware of Death 
Road, an hour-and-a-half 
outside the city and as 
ominous as it sounds. 

It’s a road chiselled into 
a cliff with no guardrail 
that slims down to only 
one lane quite often. “If 
you meet a vehicle going 
the opposite direction, 
one of you has to back up 
or else fall off the edge.” 



Rome, Italy 

Those ancient cobblestone 
streets may add ambience 
on romantic strolls but 
they cause bone-rattling 
havoc for scooters and an 
uncomfortable ride for 
motorists. Their surface 
area is tough for your tires 
to grip, so cornering isn’t 
exactly amore. 

Tips: “Recognize that 
nobody cares about the 
rules,” warns Younghus¬ 
band. 

“People are going 
to cut you off and pass 
you in ways you may 
perceive to be illegal but 
they’re not going to get in 
trouble for it. That’s just 
the cultural driving style.” 

Also, don’t panic if a 
driver threatens you with 
a derogatory hand ges¬ 
ture. “If someone shakes 
their first at you, just 
shake your fist back.” 


Sao Paolo, Brazil 

Brazil’s most populous 
city is teeming with an 
estimated 700,000 moto- 
boys. These lane-splitting, 
throttle-jockey couriers 
drive 100 km/h on the 
white lines between car 
traffic going 50 km/h. The 
risky occupation results in 
about two fatalities a day. 

Tips: “Listening is 
key,” explains Younghus¬ 
band. “Before the motor¬ 
cycles pass anyone, they 
honk. So, if someone is 


about to pass you, they’re 
going to beep their horn, 
and if you change lanes at 
that moment, you might 
kill a motorcyclist.” Also 
you may want to forgo 
blindspot checks. “Traffic 
can stop so suddenly 
that if you do a shoulder 
check, the car in front of 
you may use that instant 
to stop and you may rear- 
end them.” 

Blindspot surprise: 
Catadores, massive man- 
pulled carts, are allowed 
on every road. 


Ho Chi Minh City 

This manner-minding Viet¬ 
namese city is motorbike 
mad, with more than 5 
million two-wheelers. “I 
was in a massive round¬ 
about that had well over 
5,000 scooters and there 
was zero road rage,” says 
Younghusband. “I didn’t 
get yelled at or honked at 
or shouted at once in an 
entire week. They are the 
friendliest people, and the 
driving culture is amazing 
as a result.” 


Tips: “Make absolutely 
no sudden movements. 
People can blindfold 
themselves and walk 
across the road with 
pedestrians, and do it so 
smoothly that traffic just 
goes around them. Just 
be smooth, be smooth, be 
smooth, and you’ll be fine 
in Ho Chi Minh City.” 

Lesson learned: “Bal¬ 
ance. I thought I was okay 
on two wheels, until I had 
to deliver 1,600 eggs and 
bagged tropical fish on a 
scooter.” 


Port-au-Prince 

Port-au-Prince, Haiti is the 
subject of frequent travel 
warnings by the Canadian 
and U.S. governments, for 
good reason. 

Aside from the high 
crime rate, rubble from 
the devastating 2010 
earthquake is still all over 
the sidewalks, bringing 
pedestrians and com¬ 
merce into the roadways. 

Tips: “Stop driving,” 
warns Younghusband, 
only half joking. “Get a 


taxi to the airport and 
leave. There is absolute 
lawlessness, chaos, dan¬ 
ger and mayhem.” 

“Being a motorcycle 
taxi driver was terrifying. 
Being a small-bus driver 
was terrifying. Being a 
large-bus driver was ter¬ 
rifying. They have eveiy 
law in the books but are 
any of them enforced? 

No, zero. Everything goes, 
from no traffic lights or 
traffic cops to first-come, 
first-serve at intersections 
— it’s just chaos.”

A well-kept driveway will af¬ 
fect the appearance and pos¬ 
sibly even the value of your 
house, but asphalt doesn’t 
last forever. Water, salt, and 
leaking vehicle fluids can 
cause your driveway to crack, 
fade or soften over time. 

Sealing your driveway can 
help prevent these problems, 
but many people are hesitant 
because they’ve heard horror 
stories about unscrupulous 
contractors. 

“It’s a preventative meas¬ 
ure to maintain your prop¬ 
erty, the same way that you’d 
maintain your car or another 
part of your home,” says Des¬ 
mond Brown, a Royal LePage 
real estate salesperson and 
consultant for Canadian Tire. 
“When you see cracks, you 


have to get to them fairly 
quickly to stop the water 
from getting in.” 

There are several types 
of sealers available, most of 
which are an emulsion of dif¬ 
ferent ingredients that can 
include polymers, refined 
coal tar, asphalt, clay, or sand. 
Although some people prefer 


having it professionally in¬ 
stalled, it’s a relatively simple 
do-it-yourself job. 

As with any type of coat¬ 
ing, the quality of the fin¬ 
ished job depends on how 
well the surface is prepped. 
Use a broom to sweep away 
debris, and remove any weeds 
that have grown through the 


cracks. If there are stains on 
the asphalt, use degreaser to 
lift them off, and wash the 
driveway, preferably with a 
pressure washer. 

The sealant will fill veiy 
shallow cracks, but deeper 
ones should be packed and 
levelled off with a crack filler. 
Rubberized fillers are flexible 


and better able to withstand 
stress when the driveway ex¬ 
pands or contracts with tem¬ 
perature changes. 

Once the driveway is 
prepped, the sealer can be ap¬ 
plied, which should be done 
on a diy day. Tackling one 
section at a time, pour sealer 
onto the surface and then 
spread it evenly with a roller. 
Allow it to dry and cure ac¬ 
cording to the directions. 

If you do get a professional 
to seal the surface, take the 
same care you would when 
hiring any other contractor, 
Brown says. This means not 
simply saying “yes” when 
someone knocks on the door 
and says he has some leftover 
sealer from a nearby job and 
will spread it on your drive¬ 
way at a bargain price. 

“If they’re doing a job 
down the street, go down and 
look at that job,” Brown says. 
“Look at other jobs they’ve 
done, not just recently, but a 
year or two back, and see how 
their work has held up. 

“Be veiy cautious; you 
have no idea who they are. 
Their product may be in¬ 
ferior, or diluted, or they’re
